Notes  on  the  previous  Will,  (other  than  Hincksman  items) : 
Joanna,  widow  of  Mr,  Charles  Hoar,  brewer,  of  the  City  of 
Gloucester,  England,  came  to  N.  E.  about  1642, 

Her  daughter,  Margery,  married  Mr,  Henry  Flint,  who  was 
the  associate  minister  of  the  church  of  Braintree,  & there 
she  made  her  home. 

She  brought  with  her  sons  John,  Daniel  & Leonard,  & 
daughter  Joanna  born  about  162b  ( married  at  Braintree 
26  (5)  1648,  Edmund  C^uinsey,  Jr.). 

A son  Thomas  was  mentioned  iu  her  husband's  will,  who 
seems  to  have  remained  in  England. 

She  died  21  (10)  1661. 

Further  search  can  be  made  in  England  & further  data 
can  be  given  regarding  the  above  Hoare  children  in  N.  E.  if 
ordered,  of  them  Rev.  Leonard  Hoare  graduated  at  Harvard 
College  1650  & became  its  third  president. 

He  married  Bridget,  daughter  of  Lord  John  and  Alicia 
It  is  probably  from  her  that  Thomas  Hincksman  named  his 
daughter  Bridget  who  married  Richardson,  and  the  name  of 
JOHN  HINCKSMAN  may  have  come  from  John  Hoare  (son  of  Charles 
and  Joanna)  who  settled  at  Scituate  about  1643;  juryman 
1646;  prop,  freeman  b June  1651,  Lawyer,  farmer,  propr.

stated,  viz: 


ITEM.  I do  hereby  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to 
my  dear  and  well  beloved  wife  Meriem  Hinchman  dureing  her 
widdowhood  the  use  of  my  Messuage  or  now  dwelling  house  and 
Farm  or  plantation  SCITUATE  and  being  in  Flushing 
afxoresaid  with  all  the  appurtenances  thereof  (to  witt)  ail 
my  lands  and  meadows  whatsoever  Salt  and  Fresh  within  the 
Bounds  of  Flushing  or  elsewhere  to  have  hold  use  and 
enjoy  the  same  so  long  as  she  remain  my  widdow  (but  no  longer). 

ITEM.  I do  hereby  give  and  bequeath  to  my  said 
well  beloved  Wife  MERRIAM  HINCHMAN  the  use  of  all  my 
plate  so  long  as  she  remains  my  widow  as  aforesaid. 

His  grandmother  was  Elizabeth  MERRIAM  Hinchman  of 
Chelmsford,  Mass.,  who  was  a daughter  of  Mr.  Joseph  Merriam 
of  Concord,  Mass.

From  "Dean's  History  of  the  Town  of 
Scituate"  I take  the  following:-  Joseph  Henchman  (or  Hinckes-

man)  appears  in  Soituate  in  1680* 

He  owned  a considerable  tract  of  land  at  Henchman's 
Corner,  half  a mile  west  of  the  South  Meeting-house,  ( now 
Norwell)  adjoining  Dea.  Joseph  Cushing's  and  Philip  Turner's 
land.  His  house  stood  20  rods  east  from  the  parting  of  the 
roads,  on  the  roads  on  the  north  side  of  the  street.  He  sold 
it  to  the  Rey,  Mr.  Ells  in  1714.  It  was  a spacious  house.  In 
1801  it  was  taken  down,  and  a slight  habitation  built  with 
its  ruins,  and  the  whole  removed  in  1826. 

The  family  of  Henchman  on  record  are  Elizabeth  born  in 
1685*  (married  Amos  Sylvester  in  1/706),  Mary  born  1689, 

Thomas  born  in  1691,  Deborah  born  1692,  Joseph  born  1694, 
William  born  1696,  Hannah  born  1698,  Edmund  born  1700,  Sarah 
born  1702,  He  had  also  a ejstrr  Elnathan  who  married  Eliab 
Turner  in  1694,  i 

This  family  came  from  Massachusetts  and  returned  thither; 
probably  to  Chelmsford.  - We  take  him  to  have  been  the  son  of 
Inomas  Hinchman,  Esq.,  of  Chelmsford.  There  was  however  a 
Mr.  Hinckesman  in  Marshfield  in  1653  who  may  have  been  his 
father" .

Mar.  3d,  1656  - Edward  Hinoksmari  chosen  Surveyor  - at 
a Town-meet irg  held  Jan.  8,  1658. 

Edmund  Hinckesman  was  wanted  for  3 hours,  fined  6d. 

Deo.  5,1659  Wm  Hinckesman  was  wanting  a whole  day  at 
Town  Meeting. 

Somewhere  at  about  this  time  the  Hinckesmans  seem  to 
have  left  Marshfield,  It  is  likely  that  they  moved  into  the 
two  mile,  a tract  of  land,  now  Marshfield,  then  belonging  to 
the  town  of  Scituate. 

That  the  Hinchmans  were  held  in  high  respect,  I notice 
that  the  Hr.  was  affixed  to  the  name  wherever  recorded. 

I am  sorry  that  our  record  of  births,  marriages  and 
deaths  do  not  contain  something  more  tangible  for  you.  1 
have  spent  a long  time  reading  up  the  written  part  of  our 
books  trying* to  find  something  more  for  you. 

Such  as  I have  found  I send. 

The  name  is  sometimes  spelled  Hinchman,  Hinckesman.

That  the  Hinchmans  were  quakers  is  very  evident,  as 
their  home  was  located  near  the  Quaker  Meeting  house  in 
Pembroke,  Mass.

Elnatmhan  to  Eliab  Turner.  You  will  also  see  that  the 
William  of  Boston  who  married  Mary  Philbird  in  1653  is 
idsntical  with  the  William  of  our  place,  the  father  of 
Joseph.  1 feel  that  we  are  correct  in  saying  that  William

of  Boston  moved  to  Marshfield  after  his  two  first  children 
were  horn  in  Boston.  The  dates  would  infer  that  he  did  so.

Deft,  demands  delay  untif  the  next  Court  day.  Whereupon  the  pltf.  says 
that  the  deft,  does  so  for  the  lapse  of  a year  and  six  weeks  time.  Where- 
unto  the  deft,  replies  a day  or  two  cannot  serve  his  turn.  Burgomasters 
and  Schepens  allow  the  pltf.  to  bring  ashore  the  sails  and  rudder  of  the 
aforesaid  frigate;  and  whereas  the  deft,  demands  delay  until  the  next 
Court  day,  twenty  four  hours  were  granted  him  to  answer  the  abovemen- 
tioned  demand. 

Jan  Hingsman,  skipper,  pltf.  and  arrestant  on  the  bark  the  Return, 
v/s  Francis  Douty,  deft.  Pltf.  and  arrestant  demands  from  deft,  (as  he 
answers  for  aforesaid  bark  as  agent  of  the  owners  of  said  vessel  according 
to  acte  thereof  dated  the  5*.h  Novemb'  1663  exhibited  in  Court)  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  and  ten  pounds  two  shillings  and  four  pence  stg.  for 
money  disbursed  for  the  bark  at  Boston  and  monthly  wages  as  well  for 
himself,  his  boys  as  the  sailors  or  seamen  earned  on  board  aforesaid  bark 
pursuant  to  a/c  produced.  Deft,  having  seen  and  considered  the  a/c, 
answers  some  private  debts  in  the  a/c  are  settled  by  the  principals  in 
Virginia,  and  that  the  pltf.  has  received  obligations  for  the  remainder. 
Parties  being  again  further  heard  on  the  31“  May  following,  declare  that 
they  have  agreed  together  to  settle  by  arbitration  the  particular  debts  and 
a bond  in  favour  of  Mr.  Flemming.  The  pltf.  therefore  demands  from  the 
deft,  only  the  monthly  wages  as  above  payable  at  Boston  in  New  England, 
as  the  seamen  must  be  discharged  and  paid.  Deft,  answers,  he  has  no 
order  from  the  owners  of  the  aforesaid  bark,  and  if  the  pltf.  can  prove 
that  he  has  so  agreed  with  the  owners,  to  sue  the  bark  for  it.  Pltf.  says 
such  was  not  agreed  to  in  writing,  but  verbally  and  he  offers  to  affirm  the 
same  by  oath,  declaring  that  his  time  to  navigate  the  aforesaid  bark  is  ex- 
pired the  middle  of  this  month,  and  he  should  have  received  his  pay  at 
Bostgjj,  and  that  Knelme  Winslo  should  take  possession  again  of  the  bark 
at  Boston.  Knelme  Winsloo  appearing  in  Court  and  heard  hereon  declares 
that  the  aforesaid  bark  should,  according  to  orders  be  received  by  him 
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here  from  Francis  Douty.  Burgomasters  and  Schepens  having  heard  the 
arguments  of  parties  on  both  sides,  read  and  considered  their  writings  pro 
duced  and  further  having  examined  the  sailors  or  seamen  and  weighed 
moreover,  all  that  might  be  material,  find  that  according  to  the  written 
order  of  the  owners  of  the  ship  the  Return  dated  6*  Nov.  1663  the  pltf.  is 
not  authorized  to  demand  from  deft,  payment  of  the  monthly  wages  both 
for  him  and  the  seamen  at  Boston  in  N.  England,  but  that  he  must  regu- 
late himself  according  to  the  defts.  orders:  decree  therefore  that  the  deft, 
shall  pay  the  earned  monthly  wages  here.  Done  Amsterdam  in  N.  Nether- 
land.  Ady  as  above.

An- 
swers, he  is  not  inclined  to  answer  to  day  giving  for  reason  that  he  is  not 
ready,  but  shall  do  it  on  the  next  Court  day.  Whereunto  the  pltf.  says, 
inasmuch  as  the  deft,  has  failed  to  answer,  that  he  protests  against  all 
costs,  damages  and  interest  incurred  by  the  bark,  sails  and  appurtenances 
and  yet  to  accrue;  and  demands  that  the  aforesaid  bark  be  seized  by  exe- 
cution to  obtain  his  payment.  Thereupon  according  to  bottomry  bond, 
maintaining  that  the  deft,  is  shut  out  from  the  answer  as  he  has  not  obeyed 
the  order  of  the  Court.
